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Fare reduction 
Ford vows no veto of bill 
recommended 
for city bus line 
providing for civic center 


As soon as the details can be worked 
out, a new fare structure w ill go into ef­ 
fect for the Lompoc Transit System of­ 
fering rides anywhere in town for as lit­ 
tle as 20 cents and to the Federal Correc­ 
tional Institution for as little as 40 cents. 
The city Transportation Committee 
approved the lowering of the basic fare 
from 50 cents to 25 cents, with additional 
discounts offered for those who buy 
coupons at five for $1. 
The fare from Lompoc to FC I was cut 
from the present 75 cents to 50 cents, or 
two coupons. The fare for children going 
to FC I was established at 25 cents or one 
coupon. 
Another change voted by the commit­ 
tee was to extend service to FC I seven 
days a week instead of the present five. 
Dean Crowder, manager of Lompoc 
Transit System for the Community Ac- 
tion*Committee, contractor for the 10- 
month trial program, reported on the 
first month of the service on the transit 
system at a meeting of the Transporta­ 
tion Committee at City Hall Thursday 
afternoon 
There have been 33 different subjects 
of public comment logged concerning the 
transit system, he noted, with some of 
the subjects having been mentioned by 
numerous persons. The complaint most 
often voiced in calls to the transit office 
during the first month related to the 
fares. Thirty-seven persons said 50 cents 
was too high. 
Twenty-one persons said they had to 
walk too far to catch a bus and 15 callers 
recommended schedules be planned to 
provide for students to get to school and 
be picked up at school closing times. 
Several said it was too long between 
buses; that dial-a-ride type of service 
was preferred; that buses should run 
east and west instead of north and south; 
that buses run both east and west and 
north and south with transfer privileges; 
that more frequent service be provided 
to the shopping center and that schedules 
should be printed in Spanish. 
Community Development Director 
Jack Lam observed that many of the 
complaints and recommendations for 
changes in route and schedule could be 
remedied only with the addition of more 
buses, which would be impossible under 
the present funding available for the 
trial program. 
Crowder noted that the Transit System 
is agreeable to making any changes that 
the public or the committee want, but 
called attention to the fact that the con­ 
tract calls for a 105-hour weekly service 
and that any changes would have to take 
this into account. 
Some interest was expressed in the 
posting of bus stop signs along the route, 
but Crowder said this was not a contrac- 
tural consideration and that the system 


could not afford it. 
Furthermore, he 
said, it would be better to wait until a 
firm route is established before posting 
bus stop signs. 
The committee’s intention to change 
the fare structure will be communicated 
to the city council on Tuesday. It is ex­ 
pected to be at least two weeks before 
the changes can be initiated, according 
to Lam. 
In his report, Crwoder noted that 
patronage of the buses had dropped to 
almost nothing, with the total day’s fares 
amounting to 19 on Monday and 11 each 
on Tuesday and Wednesday of this week. 
The committee expressed the hope 
that lowering the fares will increase the 
patronage.

Chamber of Commerce members 
preparing for annual Airmen s barbecue 
to be held Sunday.

The State Department of Transporta­ 
tion will go to bid in January on an im­ 
provement of Highway 246 from Seventh 
Street east to the junction with Highway 
1, a department official told a luncheon 
gathering in Lompoc Thursday. 
Speaking before a joint session of the 
Lompoc Valley Chamber of Commerce 
and the Vandenberg Chapter of the 
Society of American M ilitary Engineers, 
Frank Gregory, director of transpora- 
tion for District 5, said the Lompoc im­ 
provement project was one of the few 
bright spots in a Santa Barbara County 
picture that he said “ looks kind of dis­ 
mal.” 
Specifications call for a four-lane 
highway with eight feet wide shoulders 
to replace the present two-lane road with 
no shoulders The intersection of Seventh 
Street and Ocean Avenue, or Highway 
246. will be redesigned Estimated cost 
of the project at prices of a year ago is 
$204,000 
Gregory's initial word, however, was 
on an “ mhouse fight” that he said was 
highlighted by a state highway commis­ 
sion decision to bring some mothballed 
highway projects to the table again for 
consideration Gregory said he was on 
the periphery of the political battle of the 
commission and with the department's 
chief of transportation and therefore 
would have no comment on it. 
Gregory said his department had been 
trying to adjust to its new role as a pure­ 
ly maintenance and repair operation 
Even in that capacity, however, he said 
the department was unable to cope with 
the repair and maintenance problems in 
some areas. 
“ Building has been our business.” 
Gregory said in referring to the 
department’s changed circumstances 
He said he held out no hope at all for con­ 
struction of the “ pet project of Harley 
Craig.” Craig is longtime chairman of 
the chamber's highway committee. He 
has sought the improvement of Highway 
246. from Robinson Bridge east to 
Cebada Canyon Road 
In one other major reference to the 
Lompoc area, Gregory said the illfated 
Highway 1 Bypass project was not in the 
department's six-year program He said 
there were some “ legal hangups’’ 
remaining after an appellate court told 
the state to produce a fullscale en­ 
vironmental impact report as a condition 
for proceeding with construction. Rather 
than comply with the court order the 
state dropped the project or held it in 
abeyance Asked what the hangups were 
he had referred to, Gregory said he 
didn't want to get into legal matters. 
In other action, the chamber conferred 
its “ Citizen of the Quarter” citation on 
Paul Thompson, director of Library ser­ 
vices for Lompoc 
Thompson was cited for his overall 
community service and particularly for 
his work on the bicentennial committee.

City officials were encouraged today 
by assurances offered by President Ford 
that, even though he is opposed to some 
of its provisions, he will sign an ap­ 
propriations bill to fund the $3.7 billion 
Public Works Employment Act. 
There had been some concern that he 
would wait for Congress to adjourn this 
weekend and pocket veto the measure by 
failing to sign it. 
Both houses of Congress had indicated 
that they would postpone their scheduled 
adjournment, if necessary, to be in a 
position to override such a veto. 
House and Senate leaders indicated 
there was enough support to overturn a 
veto, since the Public Works Employ­ 
ment Act itself had been passed over 
Ford’s rejection. 
Title I of the PW EA would allocate 
some $2 billion to states, counties and 
cities for public works construction 
projects that could not be done without 
the federal grant. It is designed to 
provide employment in the slumping 
construction industry. 
Title II — presumably the section Ford 
opposes most — would provide 
budgetary aid to state and local govern­ 
ments to maintain the rate of public ser­ 
vice. 
City Administrator Gene L. Wahlers 
told The Record today that his staff now 
will “ work even more feverishly" to get 
the applications for funds for four 
separate grants ready to submit once the 
Economic Development Administration 
announces it is ready to receive applica­ 
tions. 
Wahlers estimated that it will be about 
10 days after the President signs the ap­ 
propriations bill that EDA will receive 
applications. 
The city hopes to receive $1.5 million 
for a new city hall, $600,000 for the new 
reservoir. $375,000 for two storm drain 
projects and about $250,000 for the 
renovation of the fire station. 
“ We feel we have an excellent chance 
of receiving aid on one of all of these 
projects." Wahlers said “ There is a 
specific formula 
chi the selection of 
projects and we will have to wait and see 
how it falls out for us,” he added, noting 
optimistically that because of the city’s 
EDA-certified unemployment rate of 
11.2 per cent. Lompoc should be in a good 
position to earn the maximum number of 
points on each project. 
“ From the monetary standpoint, the 
city hall job would be preferable, if all of 
them can t be approved, since it would 
put the largest number of persons to 
work.” Wahlers said

Rain strikes from north; 
brokers buying up beans 


Rain squalls swept in from the north 
this morning hitting the Lompoc area 
beginning at 6:30 a m and spreading to 
the Solvang-Santa Ynez Valley areas two 
hours later. 


Reports indicated a major storm 
pelted the San Francisco-Oakland area 
last night and was moving south through 
the Central California coastal area. 


A quarter of an inch of rain fell in Lom­ 
poc in the hour and a half until the 
gauges were read at 8 a.m. It was rain­ 
ing hard in the Solvang-Santa Ynez 
Valley areas at 9 30 a.m., but there was 
no moisture in gauges at 8 a.m., ac­ 
cording to the Solvang Municipal 
Improvement District 


This morning's storm raised the Lom­ 
poc season total to 3.26 inches — for the 
highest total at this time of year in 
modern times. 
Oscar Cook, manager of Lompoc 
Warehouse, said farmers in Lompoc 
Valley were reporting personal farm los­ 
ses of near disaster proportions. Bean 
crops and flower seed crops were par­ 
ticularly hard hit, he said 
Meanwhile bean brokers and com­ 
modity speculators were buying up all 
the beans they could find Cook said he 
sold $146,000 worth of beans yesterday. 
The rush wiped out the warehouse’s 
backlog of lima beans, Cook added 
Elsewhere there were few incidents 
attributable to the rain.

Jimmy Carter turned 52 today and took 
aim on President Ford’s former golfing 
weekends at corporate expense despite 
Carter's statement Thursday that Ford 
had effectively closed the issue with a 
denial of wrongdoing. 
At a breakfast with about 50 New 
England labor leaders in Portland, 
Maine, the Democratic presidential 
nominee likened himself to Franklin 
Roosevelt, Harry Truman and John Ken­ 
nedy He said the issues this year are as 
sharply drawn as when FDR ran against 
Herbert Hoover in the 1932 Depression. 
“ I know the difference ... between a 
President who gets his advise, his 
knowledge, 
his friendship, his golf 
games, his obligations from special in­ 
terest groups in Washington — compared 
to one who derives all of my support, my 
advice, my counsel, my strength, my 
criticisms directly from the American 
people." said Carter. 
Ford’s political spokesman, William I. 
Greener, meanwhile told reporters that 
it is now up to Carter to explain his ac­ 
ceptance of what Greener called 
Carter's free use of Lockheed and Coca- 
Cola airplanes and gratis trips to Britain 
and Israel as governor of Georgia 
Ford spoke forcefully with reporters

The Soviet move appeared to be a last- 
ditch attempt to halt, or at least curb, 
the Syrian offensive against Palestinian 
positions in the mountains behind the 
capital The Soviet Union has several 
times criticized the Syrian military cam­ 
paign 
In the mountains. Syrian and Christian 
forces were closing in on the last pockets 
of Palestinian resistance following their 
armor-led drive through the mountains 
that began Tuesday It was the worst 
defeat for the Palestinians and leftists in 
the 17-month civil war. 
P a le stin ia n sources said that 
Shibamya. the hometown of Sarkis, a 
Christian, fell to Syrian forces during the 
night They said heavy fighting continued 
12 miles southeast of Beirut around Ras 
El Maten which “ we are still trying to 
hold to help cover the retreat of our 
forces from other positions.” 


NEW YORK (U P I) - Five thousand 
off-duty police officers, joined by a 
sprinkling of wives and children, ringed 
City Hall today in a loud but orderly 
protest over their stalemated contract 
dispute with the city.

Tunney in support of J-M health tests

U S Senator John Tunney has sent a 
telegram to the National Institute for 
Occupational Safety and Health to advise 
its director of his “ strong support” for a 
health hazard evaluation of the Johns- 
Manville plant in Lompoc, according to 
Jack Albertine, a Tunney legislative as- 
sitant. 
The telegram was sent on September 
22 and said the study “ was absolutely 
necessary for the health and safety of the 
men at the plant,” Albertine stated in a 
phone interview this week from 
Washington, DC. 
Tunney dispatched the telegram to Dr 
John F. Finklea, director of NIOSH, a 
federal agency, in response from a letter 
of plea he received on Aug 26 from Local 
146 of the International Chemical 
Workers Union at J-M The letter asked 
the senator to help expedite the union's 
request that NIOSH fund a health hazard 
evaluation at the Lompoc plant 


Enclosed with the letter was a copy of 
the formal request Local 146 made to 
NIOSH asking that the study be done 
because “ we have had the tragic ex­ 
perience of a large number of employe 
death certificates indicating a direct 
relationship between asbestos, silica and 
their deaths ” 


The J-M plant mines and processes 
diatomaceous earth, a fossilized algae 
known to cause lung disease. Asbestos, a 
material known to cause lung disease 
and cancer, is also used by J-M in its 
processing 


The letter indicated that Local 146 was 
“ furious” that Dr Hector Blejer, head 
of Medical Affairs at NIOSH, claimed 
the study could not be paid for from 
NIOSH funds when OSHA, another 
federal agency, disapproved the request 
“ on the basis that it is a proper expen­ 
diture for NIOSH " 
“ Frankly, we are very upset with be­ 
ing bounced from one state and federal 


agency to another. We want action and 
we expect that this request will be met,” 
said the letter which indicated that the 
union wanted a reply from Dr. Finklea 
by Sept 10. 
To date Local 146 has not received 
word from the doctor about the study 
which the union has been trying to get 
since last year. 
Tunney sent the telegram, said Alber­ 
tine, because he felt the union has tried 
unsuccessfully for so long to have the J* 
M plant and men thoroughly examined. 
The union, in the letter to Dr. Finklea, 
also said, “ We were impressed by the 
commitments made by the Division of 
Industrial Safety and the Occupational 
Health Branch (of the state Department 
of Health) to help 
us resolve our 
problems quickly. We would very much 
want to see them involved in any health 
hazard evaluation undertaken by NIOSH 
directly May we suggest direct funding 
by NIOSH be provided Cal-OSHA to 
carrv out the

employes. 
When the matter comes on 
the supervisors’ agenda late 
Monday morning for further 
discussion, the supervisors will 
have before them a presenta­ 
tion from the reporters explain­ 
ing the transcript work is 
required of them, and is so 
demanding that it “imposes a 
burden upon our families and 
deprives us of many hours we 
could spend otherwise at 
home.” 
Supervisor Harrell Fletcher, 
of Santa Maria, earlier had 
cited figures given him. he said, 
indicating at least som e 
Superior Court reporters were 
earning extra money annually 
that represented a large 
percentage of their $19,000 plus 
regular pay. 
The letter being sent to the 


board by the four reporters 
does not provide disclosure of 
the extra earnings — which 
F letcher said he felt was 
needed — but does point out the 
transcript work is “ mandated” 
and consumes evenings, lunch 
periods and weekends, and is in 
addition to the 40 hours per 
week of regular duty.

vices be created. 
County Supervisor Jam es M. 
Slater, of Goleta, who termed 
the proposal a “piecemeal, in­ 
equitable approach,” abstained 
from voting on the grounds he 
hadn't attended a recen t 
LAFCO session in Santa Maria 
when LAFCO voted to expand 
the original city request. 
Santa Barbara officials said 
the alleged “double taxation” 
method now imposed on city 
property taxpayers for sup­ 
porting both the sheriff’s patrol 
and city police services is ad­ 
ding almost $2 million to tax 
bills in the five cities, with 
Santa Barbara taxpayers asses­ 
sed an extra $1.2 million alone 
for sheriff's serv ic es not 
received. 
The motion by Santa Barbara 
Mayor David Shiftman which 
was approved would give the 
county supervisors power to set 
up such a service area and 
designate individual zones of 
benefit, after setting a basic 
service level for the county 
areas 
The commission further 
recommended that the super­ 
visors consider an overall 
evaluation or study of tax in­ 
equities throughout the county, 
and carry out such a study and 
make known the results as soon 
as possible if such a course is 
determined proper. 
Supporting the twin motion 
were Lompoc Mayor Eugene 
Stevens and Mrs. Carol Nash of 
Vandenberg Village.

N a s h s a t in for 
chairman and public member 
Tim Terry, of Santa Barbara, 
who was unable to attend the 
session but sent a statement 
showing he felt the problem of 
county-city tax inequities 
should be tackled as a whole 
and not fragmented.

Beattie, of Lompoc, who had 
voted against the proposal at a 
previous session, was unable to 
attend. 
Shiftman, supported by Santa 
Barbara Deputy City Counsel 
Tony Fisher, pointed out that if 
the Santa Barbara proposal 
gets supervisorial approval, it 
could mean that zoned areas 
could determine their own ser­ 
vice levels above the basic level 
if they wished and wanted to 


pay the extra taxes needed. 
Cities would continue receiv­ 
ing other benefits from the 
Sheriff 's Department, with only 
the patrol service involved in 
any new service area, it was 
shown. 
City officials presented 
figures showing that taxpayers 
of the five cities are paying 49 
cents per $100 assessed valua­ 
tion to help fund the sheriff’s 
patrol services which operate 
only in the unincorporated 
areas. 
Figures given showing 
current city taxpayer savings if 
city taxes don’t go toward the 


patrol costs are as follows: 
Santa Barbara, $1,207,044; 
Santa Maria, $443,503; Lompoc, 
$193,723; Carpinteria, $136,408, 
and Guadalupe, $16,799. 
The board heard strong argu­ 
ments against the plan for a 
countywide service area.

Pound 
seesaws 
wildly 


LONDON (UPI) - Despite 
government pledges to pursue a 
firm anti-inflation program, the 
ailing pound sterling seesawed 
wildly on foreign exchange 
markets Thursday. 
The market ignored what the 
government 
considered the 
International Monetary Fund’s 
certain granting of a $3.9 billion 
credit to shore up the once 
rocklike currency, which hit an 
all-time low of $1.66 Tuesday. 
With markets reacting to the 
news of the loan application, 
the pound bounced back to a 
high of $1.70 Thursday after­ 
noon before diving to a $1.6610 
close — an effective devalua­ 
tion of 44.6 per cent since it was 
allowed to float in 1971. 
It did so despite renewed 
pledges from Chancellor of the 
Exchequer Denis Healey and 
Prime Minister Jam es Callag­ 
han to ignore restive rank-and- 
file members of their Labor 
party and insist on sharp cut­ 
backs in public spending as well 
as enforcing the present curbs 
on wage increases. 
C allaghan went on BBC 
television late Thursday to 
warn the nation that if the 
g o v e rn m e n t’ s 
e co n o m ic 
policies were blocked, “ I don’t 
think another government could 
succeed.” 
“ I fear it would lead to 
totalitarianism of the left or 
right.” he said. 
He said the IMF loan would 
be used to finance industrial in­ 
vestment and would not be 
spent on shoring up a consumer 
economy. 
Healey flew 200 miles to the 
northeast coast resort city of 
Blackpool for the party’s an­ 
nual policy-making conferen­ 
ce, where critical delegates 
have been demanding increased 
spending on social services. 
‘‘I am going to the Interna­ 
tional M onetary Fund to 
negotiate on the basis of the 
policies we have got — painful 
cuts in public expenditure, a 
continuing attack on inflation 
and seeing that increased out­ 
put doesn’t go into home con­ 
sumption. but into increased ex­ 
ports.”

Brown signs 'right-to-die' 
bill in last-minute act 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
hesitated to the very brink of a 
Thursday midnight deadline 
before putting his name on 
emotion packed “ right-to-die” 
legislation for the hopelessly ill. 
He also vetoed a major privacy 
bill and a measure banning 
local rent controls. 
Those were the major events 
in a final hectic day of action on 
the more than 150 bills remain­ 
ing from the 1975-76 legislative 
session. 
M id n ig h t

the 
constitutional deadline for sign­ 
ing or vetoing the legislation or 
else it would have become law 
autom atically. 
And Brown 
came within only moments of 
the cutoff. 
Pizza. Chinese food and other 
carry-in fare was shipped into 
Brown s office where he sat 
during the day and night in shirt 
sleeves, wading through each of 
the m easures. He was sur­ 
rounded by jangling te le ­ 
phones, a corps of aides and 
stacks of boxes with informa­ 
tion about the bills. 
Word of progress flowed from 
the governor’s office intermit­ 
tently throughout the day 
There was nothing of the 
carefully prepared and widely 
publicized bill signing ceremo­ 
nies the governor staged in re­

YOUNGSTOWN, Ohio (UPI)

larger than one rejected by 
police officers and firefighters 
Thursday.

Union officials were to meet 
one-half hour earlier to decide 
whether they would recom­ 
mend ratification of the new 
proposal. 
The officers are seeking a 6 
per cent raise the first year of 
the new contract and an 8 per 
cent raise the second year. The 
city had been offering 6 per cent 
both years. 
Six of eight unions represent­ 
ing 1,000 city employes, includ­ 
ing 283 policemen and 260 
firemen, went on strike Monday 
over the pay dispute. 
Only 34 police officers, work­ 
ing 12-hour shifts, and eight 
firemen, including the chief, 
were available for duty Thurs­ 
day night, and Sgt. Francis 
Gallagher, the officer in 
charge, said, “ We’re just plain 
getting tired.” 
Hunter asked Gov. Jam es A. 
Rhodes ITiursday evening to 
send in Ohio National Guard 
troops to protect the city of 
140.000 But. Rhodes told the 
city to first seek legal action 
against the strikers and to pur­ 
sue negotiations. 
Hunter said early today he 
had withdrawn his request for 
guardsmen 


Officials said the situation 
has been kept under control, but 
Gallagher said, “ We’ve got 
about 50 reports stacked up 
here and no one to investigate 
them. We ve got four cars on 
the street That’s it. 


“ We've got reports of people 
being shot at. homes being 
burglarized, windows being 
broken, and so on. There’s 
nothing we can do. We tell them 
if the guy is still there we’ll 
send someone, but if he isn't, 
we ju st c a n ’t r e sp o n d ,” 
Gallagher said. 


Four buildings were de­ 
stroyed by fire early Thursday 
morning, and at least two 
minor fires were reported early 
today.

Possibility of life 
on Mars nearly ends 


PASADENA, Calif. (UPI) - 
A key Viking experiment has 
failed to find any trace of 
organic compounds in the soil 
of Mars, sharply reducing the 
possibility that life ever existed 
on the red planet. 
Scientists stress the test was 
only the first of several, and the 
conclusion is not yet definite, 
but concede that most of them 
now see the possibility of 
finding Martian microorgan­ 
isms as dwindling. 
Organic compounds, princi­ 
pally organic carbon and 
hydrogen, are essential to life 
on Earth and may be needed to 
suppport development of life of 
any kind. 
“ The preponderance of scien­ 
tific thought at the moment is 
that what we’re seeing can be 
explained by chemistry,” not 
biology, said Dr. B. Gentry Lee. 
Viking 2, perched on Mars 
thousands of miles north of its 
dormant sister ship, Viking 1, 
“ cooked” a sample of soil in a 
gas chromatograph mass spec­ 
trometer, which determines the 
molecular makeup of a sample 
by analysing the gasses given 
off under high heat. 
“ We have not detected 
organic materials,” Dr. Klaus 
Biemann. head of the molecular 
analysis team, said Thurs­ 
day.

custody laws which could mean 
prison terms for a parent who 
conceals children from the 
other parent was signed Thurs­ 
day by Gov Edmund G. Brown 
Jr. 
The measure (AB2549) by As­ 
semblyman Mike Antonovich, 
R-Glendale, requires that 
custody be resolved before 
marriages are dissolved. 
It m a k e s it a c r i m e , 
punishable by two. three of four 
years m prison, for a parent to 
conceal a child from the parent 
who has custody. 
Antonovich has said 400.000 
children were abducted in 
custody disputes across the na­ 
tion last vear. 


“ But I should point out again 
this was only the first 200 
degree Centigrade test,” and 
there are three more to be con­ 
ducted at hotter temperatures, 
he said.

C ongress overturns Ford’s veto on appropriations m easure 


SA CRAM EN TO (U PI) - 
Only one day after Gov. Ed­ 
mund G. Brown Jr. signed 
enabling legislation, the Re­ 
sources Agency Thursday an­ 
nounced new streamlined rules 
for preparation of environmen­ 
tal impact reports. 
The bill (AB2679) making the 
streamlining possible was fash­ 
ioned by the governor’s re­ 
sources a d v i s o r s and As­ 
semblyman John T. Knox, D- 
Richmond, which made the 
streamlining possible. 
Resources Secretary Claire 
T. D edrick said the new 
guidelines can be voluntarily 
observed until next year, when 
they become mandatory. 
Basically, she said, they will 
result in reducing the size of the 
reports and increase their 
usefulness in judging the en­ 
vironmental effects of projects 
for planners and agencies 
which grant construction per­ 


mits. 
Among the principal changes, 
Mrs. Dedrick explained, the 
following is provided: 
— The reports "shall discuss 
only significant environmental 
effects of proposed projects," 
weeding out information which 
critics complained was super­ 
fluous such as long "boiler­ 
plate" lists of native animal 
species. 
— Reports can be filed in 
stages for large projects. 
— Information in other docu­ 
ments need not be reprinted, 
but can be incorporated by 
reference. 
— Agencies which share 
responsibilities for a project 
can prepare a joint environ­ 
mental impact report. 
— A report need not be 
prepared when a project has 
been revised to eliminate all 
significant environmental ef­ 
fects.

Eight-ounce-loaf

SACRAMENTO (U PI) - The 
eight-ounce loaf of bread will 
return to California food stores 
under a bill signed Thursday by 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
The new law (AB3581) by As­ 
semblyman Vic Fazio, D- 
Sacramento. allows the sale of 
such loaves in groceries 
Currently, bakeries may only 
bake loaves weighing fewer 
than 16 ounces for sale on their 
own premises. 
The bill establishes the half- 
pound standard loaf in addition 
to the existing standard 16 and 
24 ounce loaves. 
The bill was first introduced 
by the late Assem blym an 
Alfred Siegler, D-Vallejo, who 
said the measure would help the 
elderly and the poor, who often 
¿ould not eat a 16-ounce loaf 
before it spoiled.

WASHINGTON (U PI) - For 
the 12th tim e in 27 tries, 
Congress has overturned a 
President Ford veto. This one 
was a $56.6 billion appropria­ 
tions bill for the Departments 
of Labor and Health, Education 
and Welfare, and there were 
votes to spare. 
The bill, which Ford said was 
$4 b illio n more than he 
requested and therefore infla­ 
tionary, became law Thursday 
over the President’s objections 
immediately after the vote. 
Ford has vetoed 59 bills since 
taking office two years ago. 
Another confrontation was 
avoided when Ford announced 
later in the day that he will sign 
two priority jobs bills — one es­ 
tablishing a $3.7 billion public 
works jobs program and the se­ 
cond continuing for another 
year a public service jobs 
program that w ill provide 
260.000 jobs. 


The Labor-HEW appropria­ 
tion is one of biggest to come 
before Congress. Ford’s veto 
message called it "a perfect ex­ 
ample of the trium ph of 
election-year politics over 
fiscal restraint and respon­ 
sibility to the hard-pressed 
American taxpayer.” 
Congressional advocates re­ 
sponded that the bill funds 
programs affecting the lives 
and welfare of every American 


and that shortchanging vital 
social programs now would 
result in added costs in the long 
run. 
Republicans joined Demo­ 
crats in overturning the Labor- 
H EW veto by substantial 


margins in both chambers. The 
House’s 312-93 vote was 42 more 
than needed, while the Senate’s 
67-15 vote was 12 more than the 
two-thirds required to overturn 
a presidential veto. 
Democratic vice presidential 


nominee Sen. Walter Mondale, 
D-Minn., was present to vote 
for the override. His Republi­ 
can counterpart Sen. Robert 
Dole, R-Kan., was absent. 
Two provisions in the legisla­ 
tion helped attract support for 


an override. One prohibits the 
use of federal funds to finance 
abortions for indigent women 
except to save the life of the 
mother, while the second ex­ 
empts farms with 10 or fewer 
workers from Occupational 


Safety and Health Act covera­ 
ge. 
Sen. Edward Brooke, R- 
Mass., said he was confident 
the antiabortion language will 
be found discriminatory and 
overturned by the courts.

Ruralists win 
zone decision

This has been a red-letter 
week for the Santa Ynez Valley 
advisory committee which has 
toiled for almost three years to 
draw up a plan to save the 
valley s richest 
agricultural 
lands from being turned into a 
form of suburbia. 


The County Planning Com­ 
m ission by an unusually 
decisive 8-1 vote recommended 
rezoning of 537 acres of prime 
farm land along State Rt. 246 
between Solvang and Buellton 
from five-acre to 40-acre 
general agricultural designa­ 
tion w hich allo w s single 
homesites on a 40-acre parcel 
rather than five-acre site. 


A d v is o ry 
co m m itte e 
chairm an 
John 
W iester, 
Buellton area rancher, hailed 
the decision as a key one in the 
long effort to keep a rural at­ 
mosphere in prime agricultural 
lands, and incidentally, to keep 
a beautiful open space between 
the important Valley com­ 
munities, which many have 
feared will grow together via 
the small-lot subdivision route.

Boyd Bettencourt, Santa Ynez 
Valley commission member, 
voted against the proposal, say­ 
ing a less restrictive designa­ 
tion was preferable to him. 
W illy Cham berlin of Los 
Olivos, who has served with 
Wiester in recent weeks in 
presenting the recommenda­ 
tions of the Santa Ynez Valley 
General Plan Advisory Com­ 
mittee to the planning body, 
also showed satisfaction with 
the commission’s vote. 
Veteran Commissioner Dr. 
M.V. Duncan of Lompoc, who is 
retiring from the commission 
at the end of the year after a 35- 
year spell, said he felt the 537- 
acre expanse and the Alisal 
Ranch south of Solvang were 
highly necessary agricultural 
areas requiring preservation in 
the valley. 
Wiester declared that fate of 
another large key agricultural 
area northeast of Santa Ynez

The commission reverted to 
its more usual 5-4 vote to rezone 
a 224-acre area from five-acre 
general agricultural district to 
the 
more restrictive 10-acre 
district, with Bettencourt op­ 
posing the rezoning. 
Bettencourt claimed the only 
semblance this area, which is 
on the Mesa over the Buell Flat 
area, has to agriculture is that 
“ it is rural.” 
But commission chairman 
Harwood White of Montecito 
and Charles Graver of Goleta 
Valley said they felt Betten­

SACRAMENTO (U P I) - The 
state Lands Commission has 
reluctantly delayed for another 
month a decision on whether to 
■ permit Standard Oil of Cali- 
f' fomia to resume offshore drill- 
ing on state land in the Santa 
'• Barbara Channel. 
At one point in its meeting 
Thursday, the commission ap­ 
proved a final environmental 
impact statement to clear the 
way for resumption of the drill­ 
ing operation. But the panel 
rescinded the action to give op­ 
ponents an opportunity to com­ 
ment on the proposal. 
Then in a surprise move 
Peter Hall, an aide to As­ 
semblyman Ken MacDonald, D- 
Ojai, requested a delay because 
officials in Ventura County had 
not received a copy of the final 
environmental report. 
Hall contended if there was a 
“ blowout" on one of the of­ 
fshore rigs, the coastline in 
Ventura County would receive 
the “ brunt” of the damage 
because of prevailing ocean 
currents. 
Commission Chairman Ken­ 
neth Cory at one point warned 
Hall that if he continued to 
argue with the commission he 
might not get its approval to 
delay the matter. 
The decision to resume 
production concerns four plat­ 
forms in the channel which 
have been shut down since the 
Santa Barbara oil spill in 1969. 


Opponents of reopening the 
drilling operation, including 
spokesmen for Get Oil Out, 
Inc., said the environmental 
impact report did not adequate­ 
ly address air quality stan­ 
dards. 


Because of legal agreements 
with Standard, Cory said, the 
commission had no alternatives 
but to allow resumption of the 
offshore drilling.

Yom Kippur is spent in con­ 
fession and repentance, in ab­ 
stinence from food and drink, 
and in the pledging of charity in 
hopes of improving one’s way of 
life and fate. The day concludes 
with the sounding of the shofer 
(ram’s hornt denoting the hope 
that the coming year will be one 
of peace and happiness.

Biblical measurements go metric in new edition 


LONDON (U P I) - The 
metric system, imported from 
Europe to Britain and soon to 
arrive in the United States, has 
already made its way into the 
Good News Bible — where God 
works miracles in meters, 
liters and kilograms. 
The new Bible, billed as 
“today’s English Version” and 
touted as a runaway best-seller 
when it hits the book stores next 
month, shows God is up on His 
metric measures. 
He told Noah, according to 


the updated version, how to 
build the ark: 
“Make it 133 meters long, 22 
meters wide and 13 meters 
high. Make a roof for the boat 
and leave a space of 44 cen­ 
timeters between the roof and 
the sides.” 
In the book of Exodus, the 
Good News Bible has God tell­ 
ing Aaron about the daily 
sacrifice of two lambs and say­ 
ing “with the first lamb offer 
one kilogram of fine wheat 
flour mixed with one liter of 


pure olive oil. Pour out one liter 
of wine as an offering.” 
A spokesman for the publi­ 
shers, Collins and the Bible 
Society, said “converting meas­ 
urements in the Bible to the 
m etric system seemed the 
natural thing to do for a modem 
gospel.” 
No longer will readers puzzle 
over the height of the Philistine 
warrior Goliath, recorded in 
the old Authorized Version as 
“ six cubits and a span tall” 
while his armor weighed “5,000 


shekels of brass.” 
The Good News Bible notes 
Goliath towered “nearly three 
m eters” with his armor a 
weighty “57 kilograms.” 
Unleavened bread becomes 
“ bread without yeast” in 
further attempts at simplifying 
the Bible. 
The new Bible also acknowl­ 
edges Women’s Liberation — 
but not very much. 
The old Authorized Version 
quoted Job as saying, “Man 
that is born of a woman is of 


few days and full of trouble.” 


The new Bible observes: “We 
are all born weak and helples- 
s.” 


Also woman’s place is still 
spelled out by God after Eve 
ate the apple: 


“I will increase your trouble 
in pregnancy and your pain in 
giving birth. In spite of this, you 
will still have desire for your 
husband, yet you will still be 
subject to him.”

What’s a football team from a hick 
town like Lompoc doing on the same 
football field w ith a team from 
sophisticated city like Santa Barbara? 
Losing. Badly. 
At least th at’s what team s from 
around here used to do, back in the old 
days when there was just one high school 
in each town, and it was an all-day 
journey from one town to the other. 
Times have changed. Many of the 
kinks have disappeared from the road 
between the two areas, populations have 
soared. There are now three high schools 
in Santa Barbara (plus one Catholic high 
school), and two in Lompoc. 
And something else has changed. Now 
the teams from down south are doing 
their share of the losing. More than their 
share, in fact. 
Let’s call Lompoc and Cabrillo the 
North; and we’U call Santa Barbara, Dos 
Pueblos and San Marcos the South. In the 
last 10 seasons (not counting this one), 
North has met South 40 times. North has 
won 28, lost 11 and tied 1. 
Is there a genuine rivalry between the 
two towns? Hostility? How do the 
coaches feel? 


First, a little historical background: 
Lompoc High first fielded a football 
team in 1921, and by ’22 they were 
scheduling Santa Barbara High. That 
worked out just fine. For Santa Barbara 
High. The Dons won every year for the 
first seven seasons, won again in ’32, ’34 
and ’35. Ten games, 10 Santa Barbara 
wins. 


Enough was enough. The Braves didn’t 
play Santa Barbara again (not their var­ 
sity, anyway) until 1971. That year, on 
the 50th anniversary of Lompoc High 
football, the Braves scored the school’s 
first-ever win (except for six-man foot­ 
ball) over Santa Barbara, 14-13. 


Jim Spruill, who began coaching at 
Lompoc High in ’65, says he ran into this 
type of attitude from Lompocans:

“Since he (Ali) has indicated he is seriously considering retiring from boxing 
and taking up the battle for truth, I want to ask him right now at this press con­ 
ference to pledge to retire from the ring and use his power — the fist of his 
tongue, instead of the fist of the ring — for truth." Wallace Muhammad said 
“ He has the inspirational power to wake up the slumbering people of this 
world, and I am asking him now to retire." 
The champion replied, “ I want to say that it has been my lifetime dream to 
be champion and retire from the ring and then use my influence and fame in 
the work of Islam and Allah. I have many people advising me to retire and 
many people advising me to fight just a few more times.

to play football 
in Santa Barbara 
LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Parents of a 
10-year-old Santa Barbara girl filed suit 
in federal court Thursday demanding 
that their daughter be allowed to play on 
an all-boy football team because “her 
dream is playing football.” 
“The plaintiff is only a child who loves 
football and has a dream ," Mary and 
Haley Fiske said in their suit filed on 
behalf of their daughter, Suzanne. “ Her 
dream is playing football." 
The suit was filed against the Santa 
Barbara South Coast Youth Football 
League, Inc., a nonprofit organization, 
which has teams for boys ages 8 through 
15. 
The suit, charging that sex discrimina­ 
tion has kept their daughter on the 
, 
sidelines, claimed the only requirement 
for participation in the league is a clean 
bill of health from a doctor. 
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felt if we continued to work hard, there 
would be a time we would be able to 
compete against schools like that." 
The hard work helped, and so did the 
fact that dynastic Santa Barbara High 
was diluted, talent-w ise, when Dos 
Pueblos and San Marcos were born. 
Spruill continued to play San Marcos, 
despite Lompoc’s earlier lack of success 
against that school (a lack Spruill’s 
teams took care of), and then added Dos 
Pueblos and finally, in ’71, Santa Bar­ 
bara. 
The new kid in town, Cabrillo High, 
decided it wanted to play first-rate com­ 
petition, too, and jumped into the same 
league with Lompoc, Dos Pueblos and 
San Marcos. 
Coaches from the south schools tend to 
play down the rivalry angle. 
“It’s not a rivalry," says Santa Bar­ 
bara coach Mike Moropoulos, “ it’s just a 
football game with a good school and a 
good team. (The Dons play Lompoc, but 
not Cabrillo). We feel that it’s excellent 
competition." 
“It’s a friendly rivalry,” says Dos 
Pueblos coach Dick Mires. 
What about this “hick town vs. big 
city” thing? Do the South schools slap 
their knees and make jokes about the 
Lompoc Valley hayseeds in helmets? 
Among some local folks, there is that 
persecuted feeling, as expressed by 
Spruill and present Lompoc coach Mike 
Warren. 
“They (Santa Barbara) think of us as 
their country cousins and that, as big- 
city boys, they know how to play football 
better," says Warren. 
Spruill has often voiced similar senti­ 
ments, although he now says that a few 
North wins have changed that scorn to 
respect on the part of the Santa Barbara 
football fans.' 
Whether or not this South superiority 
complex exists, it can be a handy device 
for firing up a local team for a game 
against a South team. 
But as Mires of Dos Pueblos says, 
“ Nobody really feels like the city kids 
are going to beat the hicks, because the 
city kids have been beaten too many 
times." 
And M oropoulos adds, “ T h ere’s 
nothing ‘country’ about their football 
program s." He m aintains that the 
“hicks vs. city” attitude doesn’t exist at 
Santa Barbara High, “probably because 
it doesn’t exist among the coaches 
here.” 
What about the David vs. Goliath 
aspect? Are the local schools tiny com­ 
pared to the mammoth South schools? 
H e re a r e c u r r e n t e n r o llm e n t 
breakdowns (number of students per 
school): Dos Pueblos 2,650; Santa Bar­ 
bara 2,363. San Marcos 2,000; Lompoc 
2,000; Cabrillo 1,790 
San Marcos and Santa Barbara are 
three-year schools, which gives them an 
added size advantage. So the South 
schools do have a numerical advantage, 
even if it's not as great as local partisans 
would sometimes make it sound. 
And coach Sut Puailoa of San Marcos 
points out that four-year schools have the 
advantage of an extra season (freshman) 
to indoctrinate kids into their football 
programs. Lompoc currently has two 
sophomores starting and Cabrillo has 
had valuable sophomore players in past 
seasons. 
So there is some rivalry feeling 
between the North and South, although 
it’s a match flame compared to the Lom­ 
poc vs. Cabrillo bonfire. 
And the facts tell us that, year in and 
year out.

Professional 
cleaners and Installers have a deodorant for smoke odor 
and its use might cover up the odor but would not 
eliminate it. Have you spoken with the firm that install­ 
ed your carpet? I could only suggest that you try (test in 
an inconspicuous spot first) spraying with that well 
known household spray that eliminates household odors. 
If anyone has solved such a problem do let us know. —

Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
1RS flooded by tax forms 


WASHINGTON - The federal es­ 
tablishment is so inundated with govern­ 
ment forms that the bureaucrats simply 
can’t keep up with all the paperwork. 
The loss in paper alone is staggering. But 
additional billions are swept out with the 
waste paper. 
It costs the 
taxpayers at least $2 
billion a year, for ex­ 
am ple, because the 
In te r n a l 
R ev en u e 
S e r v ic e 
is 
to o 
s w a m p e d 
w ith 
paperwork to cross­ 
check tax returns with 
in c o m e r e p o r tin g 
forms. 
Like most govern­ 
m ent a gen cies, the 
1RS issues forms right 
and left. But what hap­ 
pens to all the forms 
th a t th e h a r a sse d 
citizens are required 
to fill out? Many of 
them, according to an 
unreleased 
congres­ 
sio n a l 
rep ort, are 
“ routinely destroyed by 1RS without ex­ 
amination.” 
Every year, half a billion income 
reporting forms flood into 1RS offices. 
Most are those familiar W-2 forms that 
list the wages earned by employes But 
the annual deluge also includes forms 
1087 and 1099, which are used to report 
income from dividends, interest, rents 
and royalties. 
By comparing these forms with in­ 
come tax returns, the 1RS can identify 
tax cheaters. Every tax chiseler who is 
caught saves the money of the honest 
taxpayers. 
Yet the House Monetary Affairs sub­ 
c o m m itte e , headed by R ep. 
Ben 
Rosenthal, D-N.Y., has found that the 
1RS routinely ignores the income- 
reporting forms. “ Half of the total forms 
submitted were destroyed upon receipt,” 
a lle g es a com m ittee report being 
prepared for release. 
The tax agents have found that they 
catch more chiselers and enrich the U.S. 
treasury when they take the time to 
match the reporting forms against the 
tax returns. In 1972, for example, regular 
audits returned 883 in additional taxes 
for every hour of staff work, but in- 


vestigators using the matching program 
recovered $215 per staff hour. 
If all income forms were matched with 
tax returns, according to the congres­ 
sional study, the federal government 
could recover at least $2 billion and 
perhaps as much as $10 billion annually. 
Footnote: An IRS spokesman said it is 
difficult to assess the amount of extra 
revenue that would be generated by a 
matching program. It is “a hard thing to 
define exactly to the dollar,” he said. 
The IRS hopes to have a complete 
matching program in operation within 
two years, he added. 
SOUTH A FR IC A N IN C ID E N T : 
American corporations have invested 
$1.6 billion in South Africa, and they are 
quick to justify the huge outlay with the 
claim that they have provided jobs and 
raised the living standard or the 
country's black majority. 
Sen. Dick Clark, D-Iowa, who chairs 
the Senate subcommittee on Africa, 
doesn't fully believe the line the 
cor­ 
porations are handing out. He is in­ 
vestigating allegations that American 
firms are making big bucks by taking ad­ 
vantage of South Africa’s apartheid 
policies. 
For example, one giant multinational 
company. Lummus Corporation, planned 
to capitalize on South African apartheid 
if it were awarded a major construction 
contract. 
Internal documents, intended for cor­ 
porate officials’ eyes only, spell out how 
Lummus expected to reduce labor costs 
by hiring large num bers of South 
African blacks. The firm also planned to 
construct separate and unequal housing, 
dining and recreation facilities for 
blacks and whites who worked on the 
project. Here are the details: 
In 1974, Lummus submitted a bid to 
South Africa’s white regime for a $1 
billion contract to build a plant for con­ 
verting coal to gas by an innovative 
process known as Sasol II. Lummus, it 
turned out. never got the job. 
But the company drew up an intricate 
proposal designed to take advantage of 
South Africa's cheap black labor. ' The 
objectives of this plan,” states one draft 
docum ent, “ are to m axim ize the 
economic participation of South African 
labor ... and to construct the new 
facilities with quality workmanship at 


the lowest practical cost." 
A “key elem ent” of the proposal was a 
“training 
program for black workers, 
which are in adequate supply in the 
Republic of South Africa.” The use of 
blacks, it was anticipated, would “result 
in substantial reduction in the average 
rand-hr pid for skilled labor.” 
Another confidential document out­ 
lines Lum m us’ plans for building 
separate “ townships” for blacks and 
whites. The proposed township for 1,140 
European whites, the plan states, should 
encompass an area of approximately 10 
square m iles and consist exclusively of 
three-and-four-bedroom homes. 
The black township, on the other ahnd. 
would be planned to accommodate seven 
times more blacks in an area half the 
size of the white township. It would in­ 
itially consist, in part, of apartment 
dwellings, “ in barracks form to accom­ 
modate nine blacks per room 
Dining and recreation facilities for 
whites and blacks also would have dif­ 
fered markedly. 
Footnote: A Lummus spokesman said 
the proposals were drawn up specifically 
to conform with “ requirements of local 
law" in South Africa. 
LITTLE GUYS: In full-page ads. the 
companies who plan to mine and drill the 
ocean bottoms are complaining about a 
congressional amendment that would 
slow the pace of exploration . 
They claim that “because we re the 
little guys," the amendment may go 
through. Whatever the merits of their 
views, the dishonesty of their ad makes 
their case suspect. 
Among the selfstyled “little guys” 
signing the ad in tiny type at the bottom 
are subsidiaries of Alcoa, Bethlehem 
Steel. ITT. Lockheed, TRW and such in­ 
dependent giants as Brown and Root, 
Hughes Tool. Magnavox, Raytheon, 
Summa and Teledyne. 
In fact, the National Ocean Industries 
Association, which sponsored the ad, has 
Exxon, Gulf. Mobil, Shell and other oil 
megacompanies among its members and 
backers. But an association spokesman 
claimed that no major oil money went 
into the ad. 


Listening to the debate, I thought back 
to an article on the Nixon-Kennedy 
debates by P.G. Wodehouse 16 years ago. 
He couldn’t quite believe that two urbane 
men had got through two entire hours 
without a trace of wit or humor escaping 
from either of them. I dunno, maybe it is 
dangerous, when running for President, 
to do that kind of

Besides, poor Jim ­ 
my Carter was visibly 
strained. During the 
week he had made so 
many 
misjudgments. 
the v i e w e r s w e r e 
tempted to think it 
w as he w ho had a r r a n g e d the 
microphone system for the debates. He 
wasn't going to take any chances That’s 
why he kept coming back to the cliches. 
The cliches of populism: the big and the 
strong and the rich are the enemy. They 
should be brought to heel, and made poor 
and weak like everybody else That's 
equality. 
In a debate, when pressed, the 
technique is to fall back on cliches that 
have stood the test of time. Crawl back 
to their ample bosom, hug it hard, ami 
hope for the best. It is the equivalent of 
the clinch in boxing. Jimmy Carter had. 
at the hands of Mr Ford, a relatively 
easy time of it in the sense that Mr. 
Ford, for reasons unknown and un­ 
fathomable. let Congress go for what 
seem ed forever. The debate, which 
began at 9:30 EDT, had stretched to 
10:37 EDT before Ford made a single 
mention of the responsibility of Congress 
for the tax code. 
This was so obviously the favorite 
hunting ground of Jimmy Carter, one 
wondered why Mr. Ford took so long to 
say it. The tax laws are certainly subject 
to criticism (though not so much of the 
kind Jimmy Carter chooses to criticise 
them for >, the authors of the tax laws 
should be identified Tliey are primarily 
Democrats. The last American Presi­ 
dent who went on the air to beg for what 
Mr. Carter would call a “pro-business 
tax break” was John F. Kennedy, 
followed by Lyndon Johnson, stressing 
the need for an investment tax credit. It 
was a Republican President — Nixon — 
who presided over its brief repeal. And a 
Democratic Congress, frightened by the 
results of its repeal, who reinstated it. A 
recent beneficiary of it was — Jimmy 
Carter. 


The debate 


Mr. Ford is too genteel to have turned 
to Mr. Carter to ask whether he, Carter, 
was one of those rich powerful men who 
had beneifited from the tax laws. 
Because indeed Mr. Carter did. He 
spread out his income over four years, 
helped himself to the investment tax 
credit — and ended by paying $17,484 on 
$136.926 of income. Some of us do not 
judge these data to be shocking. But they 
would certainly shock Jimmy Carter, to 
judge from his recent rhetoric. 
Mr. Ford has no appetitie for the 
generic arguments. He is satisifed to 
talk about his own recommendations for 
relief from taxation, and his deter­ 
mination to keep down the cost of govern­ 
ment. It is a pity that he is not prepared 
to say that the United States is the land 
of opportunity, and a land of opportunity 
is a land in which people are free even to 
become rich — like Jimmy Carter. 
Averell Harriman, LBJ, Joe Kennedy. 
FDR, — and George Washington 
But in the absence of this, he was ef­ 
fective in holding up to scorn Mr 
Carter s own record 
For all Mr. 


Carter's talk about economizing the cost 
of government, and restructuring the 
bureacuracy, in fact he proved to be an 
expansive bureaucrat, who hugely in­ 
creased the state budget and the number 
of employes hired by the state. Jimmy 
Carter's response that the expansion in 
the number of employes was in the 
number of activitists rather than 
bureaucrats seemed entirely evasive 
The distinction was lost. 


The conflicting figures are accepted 
resignedly by listeners at these things. 
Carter said the White House had in­ 
creased in overhead from about four 
million dollars to about 60 million dollars 
under Nixon. One dism isses this as in­ 
herent nonsense. Carter said Ford had 
vetoed more than any president in 
history, and Ford came back showing 
that FDR had used the veto more often 
Carter didn't press the point. It all blurs 
in the memory. It was an ungalvanizing 
exchange 
But Ford stood his ground, 
and that is the psychologically critical 
datum
